British Consolidate Gains and 


Prepare for 


Gen. Byng's Men Less Than Three 


Miles West of Objective—Chances of 
Italians Holding Piave Line and Sav- 
ing Venice are Increasing Hourly- 
Furious Attempts of Invaders to 
Pierce Front Repulsed 


While standing off German counter 
attacks, British forces have consoli- 
dated their gains and are prepared 
for another plunge 
toward Cambrai. 


Gen. Byng's men are just west of 
Fontaine Notre Dame, less than three 
miles 
west of Cambrai, 
and 
have 


nearly completed 
the 
occupation o£ 


Burlon wood just north of Fontaine, 
and 'which dominates the' entire re- 
gion. 
Scene of Heaviest Fighting 


Fontaine 
Notre 
Dame 
wa's 
, the 


scene of the heaviest fighting yes- 
terdal. Wednesday night, the village 
was captured by the British, but a 
strong German counter-attack Thurs- 
day drove the British to the western 
out-skirts. 
The •village is the apex 


of the wedge which the British have 
driven toward Cambrai and which in- 
cludes approximately 50 square miles 
of territory formerly within the Ger- 
man lines. The Germans are report- 
ed to 
be rushiDgr 
up reserves 
for 


counter-attacks. 
Menace to Queant 


Cambrai probably has lost its use- 


fulness as the German supply base in 
the immediate region, as the city and 
the three railroads entering it from 
the north,-'east and south are domin- 
ated by the 
British artillery. 
The 


new wedge also is a direct menace to 
Queant, the southern end of the Que- 
ant-Drocourt switch line which held 
up the British advance east of Ar- 
ras last spring. Queant is now with- 
in a sharp salient, which has been 
heightened by the British advances 
from Bullecourt In the present drive. 
Masterpiece of Organization 


Gen. 
Byng's stroke was a master- 


piece of organization, 
according 
to 


reports from the front. Many squad- 
rons of tanks cut through the great 
wire defenses, opening the way for 
the infantry and 
the cavalry which 


pushed through rapidly to the Inst 
defensive line before Cambrai.

Germans Tlii^h Reinforcements 


BRITISH

Germans have been 
drawing troops from other sectors and 
rushlngr them to the Cambrai region. 
Among them were two companies of 
cripples and convalescents, 
some of 
whom were captured 
exhausted and 


helpless, from

fight under the whips of their officers. 


One of the most strange and strik- 


ing sights was the procession of civil- 
ians from liberated towns

night?" 
."She asked if Jack, was there," ro- 


plied Hademek. 
"And by 'Jack' you inferred that aha 


meant her son?" 
the witness wa* 
asked. 
"Yes," he replied. 
"What was the first question SIt% 
de Saulles asked when she entered he* 
former husband's home that night?* 
was another Question put to Hademekt 
b> the defense. 
"She wanted to know the meaning of 
Jack being kept away from her so 
long."

and the man she is charged witto 
shooting and of the birth of their son, 
John L,. de Saulles, Jr., at South Beth- 
lehem, Pa., on Christmas day, 1912. 
. He next told of the granting of'a dl- 
voce at Mrs. de Saulles' request in De- 
cember of last year. By the terms of 
thia decree, he said, the prosecution 
would show that the father was legally 
entitled to the custody of the boy on 
tho date of the shooting. 
The attorney then launched into 4 
narration of the events of that day.

pointment of William C. Gorgas, sur- 
geon-general of the army, as head of 
a committee selected by tho war de- 
partcnt to investigate food conditions 
at army camps with a. view to elimi- 
nating waste was made known tonight 
In a. joint statement by Secretary Bak- 
er and Food Administrator Hoover, an- 
swering complaints of waste at army 
camps. 


"A great deal of complaint has aris- 


en throughout the country as to waste 
at army camps," said the statement, 
announcing the order for the investi- 
gation. 
"These camps have been, in 


tho main, but recently organized and 
many of the complaints occurred dur- 
ing- the time that they were in the 
hands of contractors. 
"The food administration has made 
no suggestion as to meatless or wheat- 
less days in the camps and has in no 
way attempted any regulation or con- 
trol cither directly or indirectly for 
the feeding of American -soldiers. 
"While it is necessary for the civ- 
ian population to reduce 
the con- 
sumption of foodstuffs at every point, 
t is felt that the country wishes the 
American KOklicr to receive every par- 
ticle of food necessary and the food 
situation in I he camps is K'oorl.

"Got a ticket?" 
"No." 
"Nothing doing then." 
But if you were fortunate enough to 


have one you could have two pounds 
of sugar at ten cents a pound. Sounds 
protty good, eh? 


This morning1 Lowell received her 


first public distribution of sugar since 
the famine came about several weeks 
ago. 
The sugar was given out at the. 
war work headquarters, 
119 Merri- 


mack street,—blessed place—and Rob- 
ert P. Marden of the public safety 
committee was the salesman pro tern. 


How about the ticket part of it? 


"Well, if you happened to have a baby 
in your family—and there was a sud- 
den increase in the infant population 
of the city this morning—or if you 
had someone sick or aged who sim- 
ply had 
LO have sujrar to ffet along, 
you applied to Miss Cotter at the Low- 
Oil Social Service league ~ rooms, 81 
Merrirnack 
street, 
upstairs. 
stated 
your case, and if that £oo<? lady or 
one of her assistants 
thought 
your 
case a worthy one you were given a 
little blue, ticket with your name on 
It. 
Then you made your way to ll'J 
Merrimack street, presented your tick- 
et and received "yours" without fur- 
ther ado. 
O£ course, you paid spot 
cash, and wftre glad to do it. 
The big drive opened shortly after 9 
o'clock. 
At first it Wits thought that 
the "sweets" would be distributed di- 
rectly from the war work headquar- 
ters and a large crowd had assem- 
bled at 119. 
But they were politely 
told to go to, the "next corner" where 
the 'tickets were 
being 
given out. 
Gradually a long line formed leading 
up to the magic apartments and Officer 
"Jack" Sullivan found that he would 
have to do his bit elsewhere than at 
Tower's corner. 
It was a good-na- 
•tured crowd and once the details of 
the proposition were understood every- 
thing worked smoothly 
At noon Mr. 
Marden had disposed of nearly 250 
two-pound packages of sugar. 
At 12 o'clock 
the 
Social 
Service 
league rooms were closed and it was 
announced that no more tickets would 
be given out until 4 o'clock. 
This 
was done to avoid an undue rush when 
tbe mill folks got out and also to give 
the overworked distributors a chance-, 
for a little respite. 
The committee 
had 1200 pounds on hand and this sys- 
tem of distribution will be continued 
until the supply runs out. 
Asked as to whether there was ex- 
pectancy of another supply coming, Mr. 
Marden said that an effort would be 
made to have weekly shipments or at 
least a shipment once, every two weeks. 
The public should not depend upon this 
system, however, because it is intend- 
ed only where there 
are 
cases of 
emergency. The general public should 
continue in its efforts to get sugar 
through the regular channels. 
A small percentage of the sug"ar was 
reserved for the drug stores of the 
city and this will distributed 
under 
the direction of Frank J. Campbell. 
The Lowell Social 
Service 
league 
must be given a large share of ap- 


. preciation for the timely distribution 
of the sweet element. 
This organiza- 
tion has taken the trouble to devise a 
system whereby the sugar can be dls- 
tributd fairly and it has also investi- 
gated fcach case.

England and the United States.

has 


greatly reduced her power. 
But she 


will recover. 


Russia may as well be counted out 


tit the conflict. 


The American fleet is doing good 


work ,in helping 
to stop the sub- 


marines, 
but we surmise 
that the 


slight loss inflicted 
of late by the 


submersibles 
in the western waters 


indicates that some of them may be 
either transferred 
to the 
Mediter- 


ranean or else to the coast of the 
United States. 
Time alone can tell, 


but we do not, for a moment, assume 
that they are beaten or even greatly 
reduced in their destructive power.
